C orporations controlled b y Barket have 
b een leasing m ore than 60 b uildings to the 
postal service throughout the country. 


T he K ansas City Star said Tuesday it 
learned in W ashington that the service 
b ought 44 of the properties from B arket 
last m onth and he pressed it to b uy the 
others. 


The postal service has options to b uy the 
b uildings w hen the leases expire, or it may 
continue to lease. 


The Star quoted an unnam ed postal 
service official as saying it was aw are of 
B arket’s 
political 
contrib utions 
and 
it 
accepted his offers to sell only w here it 
w as advantageous to b uy a facility w hich it 
already was leasing from him. 


R. E. Siegel, m anager of design and 
analysis for the postal service, said B arket 
had scaled dow n his asking price for 16 
m ore b uildings b ut still was too high. 


The governm ent took com petitive b ids 
w hen it contracted w ith private investors 
to b uild the facilities and lease them.*

The b ill also includes a provision that 
would allow gasoline retailers to pass any 
rise in the w holesale price of fuel on to the 
consum er.

How much better if Spiro Agnew 
had simply accepted his sentence 
handed down last Wednesday and 
gone his way, rather than make 
things 
worse 
by 
indulging 
in 
Monday night's televised attempt 
at self-justification. 


There are several things about 
the 
former 
vice 
president's 
statement that are hard to swallow. 
One of the main ones is his 
explanation that although he was 
innocent of any “ wrongdoing." he 
stepped down to spare his family 
and the nation any further ordeals. 


How does Agnew suppose that 
he has avoided “ great anguish" for 
his family by taking a course of 
action that has left him a marked 
man for life? Greater anguish 
could not be imagined, and if 
.Agnew^ is innocent, as he claims, he 
should fight in the courts to clear 
his name. 


Regarding 
the 
charges 
of 
bribery’, extortion and conspiracy, 
which Agnew escaped by pleading 
no-contest to tax evasion, he had 
this to say Monday: “ Let me 
reiterate 
here 
that 
I 
have 
never ... enriched 
myself 
in 
betrayal of my public trust."

President may have given thtnight to that 
notion at least one more time 


The overriding fact, of course, is that he 
did not quit By his own words, crisis is 
•igony But he has truly come to expect 
suffering, not 
just 
in relatively brief

stress, 
but

continuing price of living public life 


As other running themes in Mr Nixon’s 
career. Barber finds he dcx's not really look 
for counter-vailing enjoyments, that his 
view of men is that 
at least in politics

disloyal, that for decades he has had to 
battle to control his tendency to fight back 
against his “ enemies 
with evecy weapon 
at his command

the pleasures His political life

To Barber, the President is a man 
preoccupied less with the substance than 
with the forms, techniques and tactics of

favors dispensed—which is the 
only way Agnew's court statement 
can be interpreted—has been a 
crime in this country long before 
Watergate was ever heard of. 


Spiro Agnew is in no position to 
further defend his actions, since he 
bartered away that right. Instead, 
he owes the American people, and 
his former Maryland constituents 
in particular, a public apology for 
his behavior while holding public 
office.

Internal Revenue St'rviee has been quietly 
auditing the returns of his predecessor. 
Stm Hubert Humphrey. I)-Minn. 


Inside sources say the IRS is curious 
about what happened to $50.000 in cash, 
which a Howard Hughes emissary has 
sworn he delivered to Humphrey in 19H8, 
Humphrey was then vice president and the 
Democratic presidential nominee 


Robert Maheu. who then ran Hughes’ 
Nevada hotel-casino empire, has testified 
that he handed over the cash to Humphrey 
in the vice presidential limousine outside 
Los .Angeles' Centurv Plaza Hotel 


We spoke to Humphrey about the alleged 
transaction two years ago. He told us he 
had 
heard about a $50.000 campaign 
contribution from Maheu but had no 
record that the money was ever received. 


This is still Humphrey’s recollection, a 
spokesman told us. Humphrey has no 
memorv whatsoever of accepting $50,000 
from Maheu. said the spokesman. The tax 
probe, he added, was a “ routine audit” of 
Humphrey's 1970. 1971, and 1972 returns. 
“ The 1908 returns aren't even involved." 
he said “ F^vervthing is in order.” 


Internal Revenue raised its eyebrows 
over Maheu’s sworn testimony, say our 
sources, because of evidence Humphrey 
did favors for Hughes, If $50.000 was paid 
for Humphrey's services, then the money 
should have been reported as income. It 
was Agnew’s failure to pay taxes on a bribe 
that got him into trouble with the IRS

Hughes later wrote as if Humphrey’s 
help had been secured For example, the 
billionaire sought “ an order from LB J 
inspired by Humphries ” to halt all Nevada 
testing or. at least, to gain a 90-day delay to 
allow more time to prepare a case against 
the te.sts. 


“ I concur completely.” Hughes wrote 
Maheu on April 16. 1968. “ with telling the 
V P. that he is free to tell the people in 
Washington if they don’t grant the 90-day 
delay.

immediately.” 


What he meant by this was that he would 
release scientific opinions that the tests 
may have triggered an earthquake. There 
were also other references in the Hughes 
papers to using Humphrey, whose last 
name the billionaire always misspelled, in 
the campaign against nuclear testing. 


Humphrey acknowledged to us that he 
had opposed the Nevada te.sts but insisted 
he had taken thjs position before the 
approach from the Hughes people.

ANNAPOLIS, Md. (AP)-The 
prosecutor of Anne Arundel 
County, Md., has asked county 
grand jury members to consid­ 
er investigating former Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew s ac­ 
tivities as governor. 
Warren B. Duckett Jr., state 
attorney for the county, said 
Tuesday he instructed the ju­ 
rors to give him their independ­ 
ent views next Tuesday

said he gave them no recom­ 
mendation. 
Duckett said federal prose­ 
cutors in Baltimore have pro­ 
vided him with a copy of their 
40-page summary of evidence 
against Agnew that includes al­ 
legations of kickbacks to Ag­ 
new from contractors while he 
was governor. Duckett said 
he’s not sure they will give him 
anything more even after their 
prosecutions are complete. 
The prosecutor said there are 
four major considerations he is 
weighing in making his decision 
to investigate Agnew: the na­ 
tio n a l in tp ro st th p p vn e n^ p« in ­ 


volved, getting evidence and 
getting a fair trial. He did not 
specify the type of charges he 
was considering. 


He said he will call the 
state’s attorneys in Baltimore 
City and County today to deter­ 
mine if they can cooperate in 
any possible investigation of 
Agnew 


Duckett said of Agnew’s tele­ 
vised speech Monday night. “I 
found it totally unsatisfactory 
It didn’t answer any of the 
questions that the American 
people have the right to ask ”
